HE PURPOSE of this article is to set out the

The cities that are here, and par- 
ticularly is this true of Edmonton, will experience a 
growth comparable only to what happened in the 
five or six years prior to 1913. 

Alberta is a province of unmeasured wealth in 
resources and of undreamed of opportunities. And 
its development in the next five vears is going to be 
not only because of its wonderful resources and 
opportunities, but also because of the world-wide 
unrest which is causing men everywhere to look for 
the lands of opportunity. And of these none have 
more to offer to the new citizen, whether farmer or 
business man, than has Alberta. 

Well, whether or not Alberta avails itself of its 
opportunities depends on the action of the dominant 
citizens of today. 

The time is at hand for some real constructive 
thinking on big lines. This is no day for crazy ex- 
ploitation, booms, or visionary speculation. The 
agricultural, timber and mineral resources of this 
province are so immeasurably vast and so incalcul 
ably valuable that speculation or visionary exploita- 
tion in this country is nothing short of insanity. 
There is no such thing as transplanting the ‘Fools’ 
Paradise” of tradition to Alberta. We have no need 
for it: 

But what we do need is: 

1. The Vision of What this Country may be; 
2. A Program of Action; 

8. Organized Public Opinion and Leadership; 
4. And Co-operation. 

All of this has been said before, of course, but 
it needs saying often. And it means straight think- 
ing, Initiative, Leadership and Action. Everyone 
knows this but what is anybody going to do about it ¢ 

I know that all this community needs is Community Or 
ganization. And I know also that Community Organization 
absolutely requires journalistic leadership. his is the big 
reason why Edmonton needs The Bulletin.

1. Because of the wonderful opportunities with which 
this country is blessed, and which demand consideration sow ; 

2. Because, with a great crop coming on and the prosper 
ity it will bring, this is the day of Action; 

3. Because of world-wide unrest, now is the time when 
Alberta should proclaim its rescurces to al! the world; 

4, Because never before has publie opinion in this prov 
ince been so chaotic and so much in need of being mobilized 
on constructive lines; 

5. Because we have the Vision, the Ability. the Initiative 
all here, and all this country needs is the reveille which will 
call the men possessing these qualities to the morning review 
of Edmonton's new day; 

6. Because we have in this province a splendid citizenship 
that is eagerly waiting for competent leadership; 

7. And finally, because the needs of this country can all 
be summed up under three heads—-A Program, Leadership, 
and Co-operative Action
